DONOGHUE AGAIN LEADS THE JOCKEYS. 

For tlie foiirtli year in succession S. Doiioglilie 
is tlie eliamiiion jockey, his toiiil of fort.T-two 
wiuiiiiig iiioiiiits being but one lieliind that of last 
year, though lie lias luid fifty-nine fewer rides. 
Doiiog'hue lias been fortunate enough to ride the 
winner of what in ordiimry years is known as tlie 
"'ITipie Crown.” viz, tlie Two Thousand tJuineas, 
Dertiy and St. Leger, ami in Guy Crusader lie has 
lieeii as.sociated with proliald.v the liest horse of 
recent .rears. Certainly tlie maimer in which tlic 
soii of Ita.vanlo has cleared out iiis opisments leaves 
little room for doubt as to Ids exeelleiu»e. In ad- 
dition to tliese races. Donoghiie was also siiceessfiil 
ill the Newmarket Gold Cup on tlie same liorse. 
wliile among ids liaiidicaii triumphs in tlie Man- 
chester Cup. 

J. H. Martin lias lieeii riding in fine form and 
lias sliowii several of ids races that, thougli he lias 
reached wliat in- ldms(*lf de«-lares is tlie veteran 
stage, lie can still give luiiiits in race riding to 
most of his coiiteniiMiraries. In riding tldrt.v-five 
wiimei-s and fiiiisldng second lie lias every reason 
to look buck on the season with satisfaction. 
Rickaby. owing to his militar.v duties, has had 
fewer opiiortuidties tliau usual, liiit lias done well. 
His eliief success was on Diadem in tlie One 'Thoii- 
sand Guineas, while he was also associated with 
Fhalaris. tlie acknowledged clianipion s|iriuter of tlie 
.rear. Otto Madden, wlio returned to tlie saddle 
tills season, lias ridden seventeen wiiiiiers, chiefly 
for the Manton establisiiiueiit. witli whicli he was 
l•o^nected liefore he took u|i training and he re- 
tains a goiMl deal of tlie skill whicli made him 
famous some years ago. 

Among the younger meiuliers of tlie profession, 
Victor Smyth, no longer an aiipreiilice, lias had 
a good season witli tldrty victories, widle among 
tlie appreiitiees the most successful were Artliur 
Siiiitli, attached to Barling’s stable and G. Hulnie, 
who is witli R. C. Dawson at Wliiiteombe. The 
recorils of the leading riders are:

Tiiauks to the success of Gay Crusader. Btiyaixlo, 
wliieh. unfortunately, died this year, heads the list 
of wiiiiiiiig sires, beating Polyiiicliis, wiiicli has held 
the iHisition for Hie past tliree years, by a sub- 
stantial margin. Ga.v Crusader lias been the liiggest 
contributor to this result, his victories in the Two 
Thousand Guineas, New Derliy and SeptenilH-r 
Stakes eontribiiting tlie major portion of tlie 10.180 
iwmiids slandiiig to liis name. His other n-preseiita- 
livps are Bay d’Or, ttainsborougli, which many good 
judges tliink the best two-.vear-old of the year. In- 
versnaid. Bapauuie, Hampsliire Lily and Gambado. 
His stock have .shown siieli promise this year tliat 
ids loss will lie all tiie more keenly felt. 

Folynielus ha.s had more winners, hut he has not 
sired a “elassie” winner this year, thougli Beiie- 
veiite bids fair to <lo so in tliose confined to lier 
sex next J'car. Slie won the New Coventry Stakes, 
amongst otlier events, and was unlucky to suffer 
defeat at all, as she got badly away wlien beaten 
liy Violinist. Georgia and Fandion in tlie Rous 
Memorial Stakes. Orby was resixui.silde for tl-.e One 
Thousand Guineas winner. Diadem, and Dark 
Ronald claims Brown Prince, which put up .such .a 
remarkable iierformance by winning the Caiiibridge- 
sliire and Jockey (Tub (Tip on successive days. 
Chaucer, which was second in the list last year, 
is now fiftli. 

Henr.v the First takes a place in the leading 
twelve through the victories of First Flier, winner 
of the Irish Derb.v and it is worth.v of note that, 
with Hie exception of the one race won liy .Vth- 
Ictic, nil the victori'-s credited to his representa- 
tives have lieen obtained in Ireland. 

Glasgeriou lias but two xvinners to his nanio, but 
lliese arc Carados and Elferion, two of the best 
.voungsters in Ireland, which liefwts-n tlicm won 
seven races. Bridge of Earn’s liest, winner was 
Lad.v Earn, also an Irish two-.vear-old, while Wil- 
ton has assisted most towards the position held hy 
Symington. Lomond is resiionsihle for Ardlui, which 
is considered the crack two-.vear-old in Ireland; 
while tliree others liave done well and show promise 
of giving tlieir sire a furtlier lift in the list next 
jea r.

— The eard of six 
races at Jell'erson I’ark this afternoon all had the 
eiainiirig clause attaeliinent and brought into the 
contests some of the poorer grade, as well us some 
fairl.v good platers.

The 
best race carded was the mile and seventy yards 
dash, whieli went to Redland, that recently figured 
in a railroad accident, from which he came oat 
badly shaken up and cut.

SIcl’abe, and the pair made a winning combination, 
Hiougli Indolence, wiiicli finished in second place, 
was proliably the best in the race today.

His iios- 
scssions arc greater than those of France and Gcr- 
iiiaii.v coinhined. .$'25.00d.00<M910 more than the en- 
tire wealth of Etigland and thr**e times that of the 
whole -Australian <-ont:iieiit . AA'ith his gold it wotild 
lx- possible to girdle the earth at the tsiuator with 
.-I band of gold one iueli wide and nearl.v a quarter 
ineli thiek. No other nation 011 earth even ap- 
l>roaehes the rei-oivl of his riches. 

The United Stat»‘s and Austria-Hungary went 
to war officiall.v at ikhiu yesterda.v and the two 
nations are now enemies. .Although Congress will 
not act forninll.v until Frida.v in making such 
declaraticn. the resolution declaring existence of 
war l>etween the United States and Austria-Huii- 
g.-iry. unanimously ajjproved b.v the House foreign 
affairs committee, fixes si>ecificall.v the hour and 
the (late for beginning of the hostilities.
